Sir, Whar the Tribunes of Rome were herero- 
fore, and what the Ephory were to the Lacedemo- 
wian State, we know that && the Parliament of Ex- 
gland co the Engliſh Statt; and though Ryme ſeem 
ro have loſt irs liberty when once the Emperours 
were, yet you ſhall finde ſome famous AAs of Ju- 
Rice even by che Senate of Rowe, that great 
Tyra: of his time, Nero, condemned and judged by 
the Senate, Bur truly Sir,to you I ſhould nor men- 
tion theſe Forreign examples and tories, If you 
look bur over Tweed, we finde enough in your na- 
tive Kingdome of Scot{ind, If we look to your firſt 
King Ferg»ſftx-: chat your (tories make mention of, 
he was ancleQive King, he dyed, and lefr rwo Sons 
both in cheir minoricy, the Kingdom made choice 
of their Uokle his Brochzc to govern inthe winori- 
ty ; afterwards the Elder Brother giving ſmall 
hopes to the People that he wauld rule or govern _ 
well, ſeeking to ſupplanc char good Uokle of his, 
that governed chen julily, they ſer che Elder aſide,

Duke Hamilton Earl of Cambridg, his Speech 
on'the Scaffold; March 9. 1649. 


'YPon Friday che ninth of his inſtant, being the 
day 'appointed for the Execution of the ſen- 
tence of Death upon the Earl of Cambridge, the 
Earl of Holland, and the Lord (apel, abour ren of 
Clock that morning L. Col. Beecher came with: his 
Order tothe ſeveral Priſoners at St. James's, requi- 
ring them to come away ; According to which Or- 
der they were carried in Sedans, with a Guard, to Sir 
Thomas '( ottons houſe at Weſtminiter, where they 
continued about che ſpace of two hours, paſſing a- 
way moſt of chat time in religious and ſeaſonable 
conferences with the Miniſters, there preſent with 
chem. After which, being called away to the Scaf- 
fold, ic was deſired,that before they went they might 
have che opportunity of Commending their Souls to 
God by prayer, which being readily granted, and the 
room voided, Mr. Bolton was defiren by the Lord of 
Holland to take that pains with them, which was ac- 


'  cordingly done with great appearance of ſolemn AF. 


fetions _ 
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fetions among them. Prayer being concluded, and 


hearry thanks returned by them ull co the Miniſtets 
who performed, as alſo to the reſt who were their 
Afliſtanes in this ſad time of trouble ; the Earl of 
Cambridge prepared firſt ro go towards the place of 
Execution ; and [after mutual embraces, and: ſome 
ſhorr ejaculatory expreſſions, to and for his/fellow- 
ſuff&ers, he took his leave of them all, and wene 
alMs wich the Officers, atrended upon by Dr. $:6- 
bald, whom he had choſen for his Comforter in this 
his ſad condition. 

The Scaffold being ereed in the new Palace- 

ard at Weſtminſter, over againſt the great HakGarte, 
m the fighe of the place where the High-Courr of 
Juſtice formerly fare (the Hal-doors being open ; ) 
there was his Excellencies Regiment of Horſe.com- 
manded by Capr.

;# old y Bolton #n Free ks 
with his Deportment and prayer before hi 
death, on Wedneſday the 15, dy OQober, 
I651, | 


hu Earl of Derby (aecording to the order of the 
Coure Marſhall held at Gheſter, by which he 
was ſencenced to die at Bolton in Lancaſtire) was 
brought ro that Town with a guard of Horſe and 
Foot of Colonel Jones's, commanded by one Sourh- 
ky, who received his ordet from Colonel Rebere 
Duckenfield, bzrwixt 12. and 1. of the clock, oft 
Wedneſday the 19. of Oftober, the people weeping 
paying, and bewailing him all che way from the 
priſon at (eſter ro the place of his death. 

He was broughc to a houſe in the Town niear the 
Croſſe, where the Scaffold was raiſed, 'and as he 
paſſed by ſaid, [YENIO DOMINE, 1 aus 
prepared to fulfill thy will, O 'my Gods this Scaffold 
moſt be my Croſſe ; bleſſed Saviewr, I take it 4 wil. 
lmgly A | follow thee, From thence going mito 4 
Chamber wich ſome friends and ſervants, .he was ad- 
rertized by the Commanider in Cheif, that he tad 
till 3. of rhe clock allowed him to prepare for death; 
for indeed che Scaffold was a ready, the people = 
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the Town and Country generally refuſing to car- 
ry ſo much as a planck, or firike a naile, or to lend 
any aſſiſtance, to that work,their cry being generally 
in the teerts, Oh ſad day, O wofull day ! ſpall the 
good Earl of Derby dye here > many ſad lofles have 
we had in this Watre, but none like unto this ; fot 
now the Antient Honour of our Countrey muſt 
ſuffer here : and adde ro his trouble, moſt of the 

Timber that buile the Scaffold, was of the ruines- of 
Latham houſe z but nothing could alter his Lord- 
ſkips reſolution and courage : for with a ſtedfaſt 
compoſed countenance and a cheatfull , he call 
ed the company. which were preſent to prayers 
with him ; wherein he ſhewed admirable fer- 
vency , anda kind of humble importunity with 
Almighty God, that he would pardon his finnes, 
be mercifull co his ſoul, and be gracious to this 
land, in reſtoring the K ing, Laws and Liberty ; and 
that he would be a Hwbard to his gyife, a Father 
to his Children, and a Friend to all thoſe that 
ſuffcr-d by his /oſſe, or that had been friends to him, 

Riſing from prayer, he ſate down with a very 
pleaſing countenance, and aſſured the Gandets by, \ 
thatGod had heard his prayers,which che bleſſedSpt- 
rit of God wicneſled unto him, in the preſent Com» 
forts he now felt in his ſoul. Then he entred into 
. a diſcourſe of his life, and beſeech'c God to fot- 
give him the daies and time he had miſ-ſpent, and 
aid it was his Comfort, that alchough he had not 
walked ſo circumſpeRly as he ought to have done, 
yet bit ever hada ſenſe of his {innes, and a tet 
derreſpe& to all the Services, Servants and Or- 
dinances of his God, and thar he knew God 
had mercy for him, that he had frengthened 
and comforted him againſt all che terrours of __ 
Aﬀet 
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{ After theſe and ſome other words to this pur- 
poſe, he defied his friends and the people by to 
pray wich him again ; which when he had ended , 
ning from him his knees , he appeared fully ſatis- 
fied of a gracious Rerurn to his prayers, and ne- 
ver after ſhewed any ſadnefle in his countenance, 
His next buſineſle was with his Sowe the Lord 
Strange, whom he publickly charged to be 'ds- 
tifull to his ſad Mother, affeftionate to his di- 
ſtreſſed Brothers and Siſters, and findiows of the 
peace of his Conntry + But m_y (ſaid he) Son, 
I charge you upon my bleſſing , and upon the bleſ- 
ſngs you expeit from God, to be ever dutifull to your 
Gftreſſed Mother , ever obedient to hers commands , 
*nd ever tender how you in any thing grieve or of- 
fend hey : She i a perſon well known to the moſt ensi- 
ant perſonages of England, France, Germany «nd 
Holland, noted for piety, prudence,and all honowrable 
vertues, and certainly the more you are obedient to her, 
the more you will increaſe in favour with God and 
Man, 
Then he defired to be private in the room him- 
ſelf; where he was obſeryed to be about half an 
hour upon his knees with frequent interjetions of 
groans and fighs before his God : then when. he 
called the company in again , his eyes witneſſed 
tou;, that he had abundantly mixed tears with 
his prayers; he told us that he was very willing 
to leave the world, being afſured by the Te- 
ſimony of Gods Spirit , that he ſhould be car. 
tied from trouble to reſt and peace ,, fron 


ſorrow co joy, from life ro death, and that dearh 
had no other bitterneſſe in ic to him, bur thar it took 
tim fron his dear Wife and Children; whom he 
humbly commended to the proteRion an4 provi- 
L 3 dence 
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dence of a better H«baxd, and a better Father; 
and that yer he did not doubt, bur that the Generll, 
and they who fate in the ſeat of Authority, would 
make proviſion for them , hoping that bis death 
might latisfie all thoſe who ſought his life, whom he 
freely forgave, and deſired God to doe the like, 
Then calling for his Sonne, he cook his leave of 
him, and bleſſed him ; which indeed would haye 
grieved any ones heart (though never ſo oy 
co ſee the parting of him now with his Son, and wit 
his cwo Daughters, the Lady Katharine, and the 
Lady Amely Stanley, npon the Road berwixt Cheſter 
and Bolton the day before, 

This ended, he called che Officer, and told hin he 
was ready, In his way to the Scaffold, the people 
prayed and wept and cryed aloud,to whom his Lord- 
ſhip with a chee:fyll countenance and courteous 
humbleneſſe, ſaid, Good people, I chank, you, and 1 be- 
ſeech you ſtill pray for me, and our bleſſed God returs 

Jour prayers back into your- own boſomes ;, The God of 
CMercies bleſſe you, the Sou of Jod eſtabliſh Jou bu 
righteouſneſſe, and the Hily Ghoſt fill you with al 
comforts, Coming neer the Scaffold, he look. 
ed up and ſaid, God 1 thank thee, [ am not afraid te 
got up here, though I am to die there ; there are but 
theſe few ſteps to my eternity : then kiſſing the ladder, 
he wen up,and ſalured the people, he walked a curn 
or two upon the Scaffold, then went to the Eaſt-end 
of the Scaffold,and pulled off his hat again and falu- 
ted the people with a cheerful countenance, ſaid,» 

I am come by the will of myheavenly Father ro die 
in chis place,and I thank God I doe with all willing 
neſle and readinefſe fubmit to bis moſt bleſſed will, 

'Tis a place I deſired to ſee when I was laſt in the 
Country, both for the mutual obligations that have 

i Country, 
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been berwixr chis Town and my family, as alfo for 


your particular reſpects to me, whom 1 have under- 
flood to be ready to clear me fromchar foul impu-« 
tation, That 1 was a man of blood, and chac parti 
cularly I killed one Boorle here in-cold blood; I 
doube nor but chere are here many men preſent, both 
that day this Town was taken, and divers other times 
during this war, that can jultthe I preſerv'd many 
lives ; bur I know there is nor any ove preſent thar 
can l:y the blood of any man whatſoever to my 
charge, unleſſe what might caſually happen in the 
fury and hear of abarrel ; and why I die in this 
Town, I know nor, unlefle ir be to perſwade the 


. Nation thar I fall as a ſacrifice for that blood which 


ſome ſaid I ſhed here, from which I am acquitted 
before you, .and from which I had alſo cleared my 
ſelf before my grand Judges at Weſtminſter , had 
they pleaſed to hear 'me before they had defiroyed 
me-; that report being haſtify brought up among 
them; by ſome thar I hope God hath forgiven, and 
too readily drunk in by others, whom I pray God to 
forgive. As for my crime (as ſome are pleaſed ro 
term it) which was objeRed againſt me,by the Coun- 
cil of war, (for Bootle's death was never mentioned 
2gaihſt me there, that being onely ſecretly uſed co 
raiſe a prejudice againſt me in the judgments of 
ſuch as did not know me) my crime (1 ſay) chough I 
bope ir deſerves a fatre berrer name, was,rhat I came 
into my own Country with my own lawfull King ; 1 
came in obedience to his Majelties call, whom both 
by the laws of God, and the laws of this land , I 
conceived my ſelf obliged to obey, and according to 
the proteſt atiov I rook in Parliament in the time of 
that bleſſed Prince his Father ;1o if it be my crime, I 
here confeſſe it again before Ged, Angels and mer, 
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that I'love Monarchy as the beſt ment, and, I | 


die with -Love and Honour : and for the Love and 
Honour I - bear to my Maſter that now 'is, 
CHARLES, the ſecond of that name, whom 1 my 
elf in this Countrey proclaimed: King ; the Lord 
eſſe and preſerve him, and incline the hearrs of 
thoſe that have. power in this Nation, to accept him 
to his Fathers Throne with Honour and Peace ; for 
certainly as 1 believe, this Nation will never be well 
contented, never throughly happy wichour a Ki 
ſo:1 believe alſo that, King CHARLES the ſecond 
our. now lawful! King, - were he. a iranger tothis 
Crown, were the moſt fit, and moſt accompliſht 


Prince that this day lives, to take the governmenr of , 


this people ; his admirable piety , vercue, juflice, 

rear no wk and diſcretion, far above ſo few years, 

oth now make him in all places be comes highly 
beloved, and will hereafter make him honourable a- 
mong all Nations, #hd 1 wiſh the people ofthis 
Nation ſo much happineſſe (when my eyes” are 
cloſed) thar he may peaceably be received to the in- 
Jjoyment of his juſt right, and then they ſhall never 
want-their juſt rights, which cill chen, chey will al- 
ways Want, 

As for my being in armes in the beginning of-this 
war, I profeſſe here in the preſence of wy Clog, do 
fore whom within a few minures I muſt make an ac- 
count for this profeſſion, I onely fought for peace, 
and ſecling the latz King my Maſter in his juſt rights, 
and the maintenance of the laws of this land, and 
that I had no other deſigne, intent or purpoſe for 
my then taking up arnes : and for this laſt ingage- 
ment, I profeſſe here again in the preſence of the
